Picking  and  gjnning  of  the  195^  cottjn  crop  made  rapiu  prjgress  throughout  the  Southeastern  States  curing  The  lat- 
ter HALF  OF  ^CTOBER  AND  ARE  NOW  IN  THE  I «  FINAL  STAGES  IN  THE  LATER  SECTIONS,  In  THE  EARLIER  SECTIONS  GINNING  FOR 
THIS  SEASON  IS  VIRTUALLY  COMPLETED.  ACCORDING  TO  RLPORTS  OC  GINNl.NGS  RELEASED  TODAY  BY  THE  BuREAU  Of  THE  CensuS, 
COMPARED  WITH  THE  NcVEMbER  I  ESTIMATED  PRODUCTION  ALSO  ISSUED  TODAY  BY  THE  SUREAU  OP  AGRICULTURAL  EcONoMjCS,  G|N- 
NlNGS  |N  THE  SoUTHEASTEkN  STaTES  PRj'oR  TO  NoVEMBErx  I  EXCEPT  IN  FLORIDA  AND  VjRGlNIA  WERE  FROM  75  TO  90  PEkCENT 
COMPLETED.  Due' TO  THE  EXCEEDINGLY  LIGHT  GlNNlNGS  IN  VIRGINIA  TO  DATE ,  NO  CiDTTON '  fJURLi  TY  RePOaTfHltTe  BIEN  JSSUEO 
THIS  SEASON. 


GfiADE;    Grades  averaged  higher  in  all  of  the  Southeastern  States  thus  far  this  season  when  comparec  with  last  year. 
Grade  indices  (Middling  White  equals  loO)  for  the  crop  ginned  through  October  3I  this  season  compared  with  those 
TO  the  same  date  in  19119  are  as  follows;    Alabama  97,0  and  96»l4,  Georgia  96.5  and  94,1,  North  Carolina  95,0  and 
93o3,  South  Carolina  911.3  and  92.8.   Middling  and  higher  White  grades  represented  slightly  more  than  percent 
of  ginmjngs  in  alabama  this  season,  l<7  percent  in  georgia,  28  percent  |n  south  carolina,  and  l9  percent  in  north 
Carolina.    Strict  L^w  Middling  accounted  for  more  than  75  percent  of  ginnings  in  North  Carolina,  54  percent  in 
§j»UTH  Carolina;  1|0  PEgCENt-jN  Georgia,  and  37  percent  in  Alabama.    Only  6  percent  or  less  op  ginnings  in  each  op 
tHE  Southeastern  States  was  Low  MjdlLIng  White  and  lower  in  grade  except  in  South  Carolina,  where  I5  percent  was 
OF  these  low  graces.    Colored  grades  (Spotted,  Tjnged  and  Gray)  constiiojeo  ti  percent  op  ginnjngs  in  Alabama  and 
tess  than  9  percent  in  all  other  southeastern  states.

YEAR,    South  Carolina  and  North  Carolina  showed  the  smallest  percentage  of  rough  ginning  preparation  this  season,

Alabama  continued  to  lead  the  Southeast  in  average  staple  length  op  the  crop  with  33.5  thirty- 
seconds  this  season,  compared  with  33.4  FOR  South  Carolina,  33.3  in  Georgia  and  33,2  in  North  Carolina.  Staple 
Lengths  averaged  longer  in  all  Southeastern  States  this  year  when  compared  with  averages  for  last  season.  Only
